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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: (A) Regarding claims 1 , 9, and 1 7, the applicant 
contends that Carlson does not teach: categorizing the received customer request for the target website as sharable/unsharable. The 
examiner respectfully disagrees. As to point (A), the applicant argues that the "sticky requests" of Carlson are the result of marking 
application components. The examiner points out that this marking of application components merely designates which application 
components can handle certain requests. Carlson provides support for this at lines 4-7 of column 15 which disclose: "Some application 
components may need to be marked for sticky load balancing, especially if the components rely on session information that cannot be 
distributed across application servers." This "sticky" load balancing still requires the request to be declared sharable/unsharable. In this 
example, any subsequent requests by the client are deemed unsharable and sent to the same ShopCart so that multiple instances of the 
ShopCart application are not used in dealing with the single client. Other requests can be deemed sharable and be processed by other 
application servers as described in lines 49-53. As such, Carlson teaches the argued limitation and the rejection is maintained. 
The applicant's remaining arguments are directed towards subject matter discussed in point (A). 
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
